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PRESIDENT'S REPORT : 1966-1967 


The Department still suffers from a shortage of manpower, The average 
freshman class ceiling was over fifty (50) students - and this excluded 
two outsized groups in Science (255 students) and Commerce (175 students), 
Although results have been reasonable, the Department feels very strongly 
that the freshmen year is not the proper place for serious theological 
studies. This we feel is due to(a) the lack of academic preparation of 
students coming from high schools; (b) their great numbers, entailing a 
lack of individual attention; (c) an alienation caused in part by the 
nature of their previous religious education. 

The Department, on March 8th of last year, moved that theology should be 
taught only in the upper classes. This motion was carried in a sub- 
sequent Arts Faculty meeting. Owing, however, to the difficulties such 
changes would cause to other departments, we withdrew our motion, and on 

a temporary basis worked out an alternative solution. This was to make 
Theology 101 a pre-theological course - better fitted to the concrete 
needs, situation, and capacity of our freshmen. 

The Department is not at all happy about the recently introduced structural 
changes in the curriculum. We feel that these changes were made too late 
in the academic year, thus holding up necessary preparation for the coming 
year; we feel, in fact, that the whole issue of curriculum, with regard at 
least to Theology, has not been handled in a proper manner. The Department 
also resents strongly the uncalled for and improper interference of other 
faculty members in the personal affairs of the Department. 

We feel regret that such things should take up our time when the post- 


coneiliar era presents such a real challenge for us to re-think our methods 


and structures in order to deal more effectively with the new situation in 


the Church - i.e., a Diaspora in which the Christian exists in the midst 


of a pluralistic society. The extent of extra-curricular activities of 


the individual members of the Department are a witness to the lively 


participation of the Department in the shaping of the future of our faith.
